And Butler In Massachusetts. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 3. — (By the Associated Press.)— In- 


surgent control of the Seventieth congress^ became more and 
more a probability today as belated returns from yesterday's 
general election continued to trickle through. 


The republican majority in the senate had been reduced 


by six by the democrats, with the insurgents adding two to 
their number, while that in the house had been decreased by 
thirteen, with the insurgents there practically holding 
their own. 


Setback for Republicans. 


NEW TORK, Nov 3.—(By the 


Associated Press.)—The off year 
setback that so often falls to the 
lot ol the party in power came to 
visit the republicans in yesterday's 
elections 


Although the reversal 
did 
not 


take on the proportions of the mid- 
administration 
drubbings encoun- 


tered by Presidents Taf t andWilson, 
it cost the republicans some seats 
in bQth senate and house, narrow- 
ing a margin of control already 
worn thin by the operations of the 
insurgents 
Outstanding democratic victories 


were recorded in New York, which 
by a quarter of a million major- 
ity re-elected Governor Smith, with 
whatever effect it may have on the 
governor's presidential candidacy in 
192, and in Massachusetts, whcih 
decisively defeated Senator Butler, 
President Coolidge's personal friend 
and chairman of the republican na- 
tional corriYnittee. 
The New York slide also snowed 


under Senator Wadsworth, another 
republican power in the senate, 
while Oklahoma, returning11 to the 
democratic fireside from which she 
strayed in the Harding republican 
year of 1920, refused to return Sen- 
stor"Harreld to Washington. 


Republicans Hard Pressed. 
Available returns show republican 
senatorial candidates either trailing 
or hard pressed in Arizona, Missouri, 
Kentucky, Maryland, Oregon, Colo- 
rado and Indiana. Until the result 
in ^that doubtful 
group 
is more 
clearly defined It -will be impossible 
to say with certainty that the re- 
publicans will retain even the paper 
majority they now have 
in 
the 
senate 


In Indiana it is apparent that the 
Ku Klux Klan issue, which came 
into renewed prominence this year 
before the senate campaign investi- 
gation committee, cut sharply into 
the normal majority, and that Sena- 
tor "Jim" "Watson and his running 
mate, Senator Robinson, weije not 
designed for the easy victory they 
had expected. 
In Pennsylvania 
and 
Illinois, 
where republican 
campaign funds 
were van issue, William S Vare and 
Frank L. Smith, 
the 
republican 


nominees, were swept along to vic- 
tory. Various democratic senators 
have declared neither will ever be 
seated. 


House Seats in Doubt. 


A large block of seats in the house 
still hung in the doubtful column 
today, 
although the 
republicans 
were working along toward^ perpet- 
uation of their present control, with 
only a few upsets. With a dozen 


or so doubtful 
districts 
already 
the democrats on the overnight re- 
turns had hung up a net gain of 
only six.' A turnover of thirty-six 
tucked awav by the majority party, 
would be needed to boost the demo- 
cratic house strength to a major- 
ity.Thirty-three states elected gov- 
ernors and although the returns 
from many are far from complete, 
few changes of state administra- 
tion are indicated. 
While Gover- 
nor Smith was winning his fourth 
term, three of his democratic col- 
leagues were likewise 
amassing 


pluralities that promised to give 
them new tenures as head of their 
respective state governments. Rit- 
chie of Maryland, and Donahey of 
Ohio, each running for a thiid term, 
established comfortable leads as the 
returns came In, and Hunt of Ari- 
zona, was ahead by a narrow mar- 
gin for a sixth term as state execu- 
tive. 
The country's only remaining wo- 
man governor, Nellie Tayloe Ross 
of Wyoming, did not find the going 
so easy, her republican opponent 
running almost even with her on in- 
complete ieturns. 


South Dakota Elect-; Demo. 


South Dakota, indulging- in much 
ballot scratching, apparently had 
elected W. J. Bulow as its first 
democratic governor in a quarter of 
a century. Former Governor Davis 
made out poorly in his attempt to 
come back as democratic ,nominee 
in Kansas, but in Nebraska, former 
Gov. 
Charles W. Bryan, the run- 


ing- mate of John W. Davis, in 192-1, 
was keeping- close tojiis republican 
opponent, Governor McMullen. De- 
spite its defeat of Senator Butler, 
Massachusetts re-elected Governor 
Fuller, republican. _ 


Prohibition figuieji as an Issue 


in several of the senatorial and 
gubernatorial contests, and in eight 
states some featur> of the dry laws 
was voted on directly as statewide 
leferendums, but the wets and dry's 
still were figuring over the- incom- 
plete^returns today before announc- 
'nsr their deductions. 


Governor Smith in New York and 


Governor Ritchie in Maryland, ran , 
on wet platforms, whlie Governor 
Donahey of Ohio, was endorsed as 
a dry 
Frank L. Smith, successful

to take convention 
service Jo the 


teacher in so far as practical rather 
than bring the teacher to the con- 
ventions. 
For this reason six dis- 


trict "conventions are held at differ- 
ent cities of the state in order to 
accommodate the largest number of 
teachers possible. 


Over 11,000 teachers were in ac- 


tual attendance at the convention 
in 1925. The convention program 
is generally built upon the follow- 
ing 'plan:

Funds of the several districts are 


pooled and expense of the programs 
prorated on the ability of the dis- 
trict to pay. Thus the teachers put 
into practice a plan which they be- 
lieve should 
operate in financing 


the 
operating 
expense 
of 
the 


schools. 


The assembling of a large num- 


ber of teachers in different conven- 
tions Is an object lesson of no small 
vaJue to the general public. 
This 


Is especially true when It is re- 
membered that all the programs are 
devoted to -the Inspiration and the 
improvement of the entire teaching 
body of the state. As a rule most 
boards of education and school dis- 
trict directors are disposed to co- 
operate with superintendents, prin- 
cipals and teachers In the profes- 
sional promotion of their work. 


It Is Interesting to foote that the 


New 
Y"orlc state legislature 
has 


made the two days attendance upon 
the teachers conventions an Integral 
part of the minimum requirement of 
180 days of school.

A retirement system for teachers 


of Nebraska is an issue which la 
being discussed a great deal at tha 
present time and will no doubt be 
a live Issue at the district conven- 
tion. 


One of the most difficult problems 


to solve in any business enterprise 
is the problem of labor. 
Teachers 


are the. employees of the state, em- 
ployed to carry on the business of 
teaching school. 


To make the business profitable 


requires a more or less successful 
solution of the labor problem. Ne- 
braska schools employ approximate- 
ly 
15,000 teachers. A great ppr- 


centage of the total cost 
of tha 


schools Is used for the payment oC 
wages to the teacher. 


Obviously If -svc expect to secure 


any material increase in the effi- 
ciency and economic effectiveness 
of the school system, the greatest 
opportunity it to be found at this 
point. 


The function of a retirement sys- 


:em is to secure to the individual 
•who participates in. it 
protection 


against the risk of dependence duo 
to old age or to di-ability. 


The following plan Is an illustra- 


.ion of the retirement system for 
teachers of Nebraska: 


1. The establishment of the sys- 


tem by law, which 
system -would 


provide a 
series of contracts^ by 


and between each individual teach- 
er, member of the system and the 
state of Nebraska. 


2. The business affairs of the re- 


tirement system would be 
man- 


aged by a special board consisting 
for example of the governor, the 
state treasurer, two members of the 
system from the teaching profession 
and the state superintendent; said 
board to have the services of a re- 
cognized actuary and the 
clerical 


help needed. 


Compulsory Membership. 


3. Membership in the 
system 


would 
be compulsory for • every 


teacher in any department of our 
school system. This might well be 
expanded to include employees of 
our state institutions. In order to 
eliminate a large amount of clerical 
work due to the large number of 
transient teachers among 
young 


girls, membership might be optional 
up to 25 years, but teachers 25 and 
over would be required to partici- 
pate in the system. 


4. Every teacher member -would 


be required to deposit a" per cent- 
age of from 2 to 6 per cent of her 
salary with the system every month. 
This Bum would-be augmented by 
such a, sum as might be 
decided 


upon from the state or local school 
district. 


5. These deposits together -with 


interest earnings compounded seml- 
annually would be credited to 
trie 


individual account of the teacher 
and held Inviolate as a trust fund 
to the credit of that teacher by the 
state. 
% 


6. Upon the completion of 25 or 


80 years of service 
the 
teacher 


member may then retire from active 
service. But in tny case he must 
retire after 85 years of service or 
at the age of 65. At the eames time 
the board of education 
would be 


free to drop the teacher from 
the 


rolls a-t any time It sa-w fit bet-ween 
the minimum and maximum ag-o of 
retirement. 


7. Upon retirement, -the teacher 


will receive In monthly installments 
such an amount of Income" as the 
total deposits which have been 
made by himself and the state to- 
gether with interest earnings there- 
on, will actually buy on^the baste 
of scientific acurarial tables. 


Thus, under 'such a'system, a 


teacher* who has taught 35 years at 
a salary ranging- from $1,200 to $2,- 
000 will have 
deposclted 
a 
sum 


which at 
1 per cent cpmpounded 


semi-annually 
will 
equal 
J6.737. 


Assuming that the state during- the 
same period, will have contributed 
a sum which, with Interest earn- 
ings 
equals, $7,341. 
There would 


then be a total of $14,088 given to 
the credit of the Individual teacher, 
•which sum would be available to by 
an monthly Income for the teacher 
the rest of her life.

Computed on the basis of the ac- 
turarial tables this sum would pur- 
chase an annual Income of ?1,20S for 
each of the remaining years of th<s 
life of tho teacher. 
Naturally, If the teacher retired 
at the end of 25 years of service 
there •would bo a smaller amount 
available with which to buy wi an- 
nuity and the yearly Income would 
accordingly ba.amaller. But Jt should

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Teachers Association To Ask 


For State Wide Tenure Law 


i 
At Next Legislative Session 


"Why Nebraska, should have a 
state-wide tenure law Vlll be dis- 
cussed at length during the state 
teachers conventions all over tho 
state this week. 
Aa a result" of investigations or 


teacher turnover Nebraska it has 
beenMound. that 44 per cent of the 
teachers in the state change posi- 
tions annually. Obviously this con- 
dition Is unfair to the school pat- 
rons who do not gain the benefit of 
the Increased teaching 
efficiency 


which comes from continuous em- 
ployment. 
This large teacher turnover Is a 
•erious handicap to pupils -who 
must become acquainted with a 
•trange teacher each year, one who 
Is, perhaps, unfamiliar with the 
organization of the school and the 
life of the community. 
In an effort to stabilize the teach- 
ing force In Nebraska the legisla- 
tive committee of Nebraska State 
Teachers association plans to have 
Introduced In the 1927 state legisla- 
ture a bill providing for a state- 
wide tenure law. The committee 
on tenure wishes the teachers and 
school patrons of Nebraska to be- 
come acquainted with the proposed 
law and to make suggestions con- 
cerning its provisions. 
Tsxt of Bill 
The bill was presented during the 


1925 
session 
of 
the 
Nebraska 
state legislature by Representative 
Charles Minor and J. S. Elliott of 
Buffalo county and received en- 
couraging support. 
A similar bill with modifications 


will be presented to the 1927 legis- 
lature. 
The bill as presented in 


1925 read as follows: 
Section 1. That no person shall 


be entitled to the privilege and 
protection of this act who does not 
hold a certificate in full force and 
effect of the standard grade re- 
quired for the position: 
For the 
elementary teacher, principal, sup- 
ervisors or superintendent, gradu- 
ation from a standard four year 
hl&h school and two years of col- 
lege, or its equivalent. 
v 
For*"ttie high school teacher, prin- 
cipal, supervisor, or superintenden; 
graduation from a standard four 
year high school and four years 
Of college or its equivalent. 
For 


the college or university teacher 
and administrator a master's degree 
or Its equivalent. 
Provided, 
teachers, 
principals, 


supervisors, 
superintendents 
and 
admlnstrators who are in the ser- 
vice and giving satisfaction when 


thia Act becomes a "law, If they 
have reached the age of forty years 
thall be entitled to the privileges 
and protection of this act although 
they may not meet the certifica- 
tion requirements. 


Forfeit Rights. 
That teachers, principals, super- 


visors, superintendents and admin- 
istrators who are in the service 
when this act becomes a law, if 
inder the age of forty, shall be en- 
titled to the privilege and protec- 
tion of this act for three years, dur- 
ing which time they shall reach the 
required standard of certification. 


If at the end of the three years 


such persons' have failed to qualify 
they shall automatically forfeit all 
rights and claim to the protection 
and privilege of this Act. 
Section 
2^ That initial appoint- 


ments or elections shall be for a 
probationary period of one to threo 
years, during which time the tea- 
cher, principal] superintendent, su- 
pervisor or administrator is not en- 
titled to the privilege of this act. 
That this probationary period pro- 
vided service is satisfactory, shall 
be followed by appointment or elec- 
tion on permanent tenure during 
good behavior and satisfactory ser- 
vice. 


Section 3. That no person entitled 


to the privilege and protection if 
this act shall be dismissed without 
sixty day's notice; without a writ- 
ten Statement of cause; without i 
hearing before the board: without 
right of legal counsel. 
That just 
causes for dismissal of teacher, 
principal, supervisor, superintend- 
ent or administrator are: Immoral 
or unprofessional conduct; Incom- 
petence; evident unfitness for posi- 
tion; persistent violation of or re- 
fusal to obey state laws; violation 
of or refusal to obey reasonable 
rules and regulations prescribed by 
the go/ernment of the institution in 
v,-hich he is engaged; neglect <>f 
duty. 


Section 4. That the standards for 


judging the 
qualifications 
of a 
teacher shall be certification re- 
quirements, length of service and 
success in service. 


The following addition to the bill 
has been recommended by legis- 
lative committee of N. S/T. A. 


"All teachars who have received 
the protection of this Act shall be 
required every five years to earn 
at least six hours credit for advanc- 
ed study." 
This might be changed 


to Include research work.

cairled on postgraduate work at 
the same time, and was granted 
an M A. degree from Bethany col- 
lege 
He also did special work« in 
Hebiew under Dr William Raney 
Harper at Yale 


With Cotner Since 1889. 


He was called to Nebraska City 
the trustees of Fairfleld college in 
1886, and was made president of 
that school, then at Fairfleld, Neb 
In 1S89 he was called to Cotner to 
become acting president, and hag 
been affiliated with Cotner ever 
since. 
"Besides serv ing as head of the 


department of sacred literature and 
as chancellor of the college, Dr 
Aylsworth has been since his re- 
tirement from active executive duty 
a teacher in the department of re- 
ligion " 
Declaring that Dr Aylsworth was 


widely-known 
for 
his 
Christian 


teachings, Dr Hilton said three of 
his students have served as presi- 
dent of Cotner college. They are 
Dr 
William Oeschager, now of 


Denver, Dr. A D Harmon, now 
president of Transvlvania univer- 
sity at Lexington, Ky, and the late 
Dr Charles E. Cobbey. 


Dr. Hilton paid tribute to the ex-
